The Ik^iendents' Medical Cwe 
Act of 1956, in the wortfai ot the 
law lts<>lf Is an Act "to create and 
maintain high morale throughout 
the uniformed services by provid- 
ing an improved and uniform oro- 
gram of medical care for members 
of the Uniformed Services and 
their dependents." It becomes ef- 
fective December 7, \9&8. 

Why was the Act needed? For 
many years the various branches 
of the service have provided medi- 
cal care to military de^naents 
on an "available basis. Because 
of overtaxed facilities. Haiance^. or 
the type of treatment rieeded was 
not available, nearly half of all 
service dependents kot no m«dlcal 
care except at their own ejqTense. 

The Act provides th&t aervlcc 



hospitals, faciUtlea i>ennitang, wiU 
look after dependeius regardleaa 
of branch of service m«D6ershlp. 
For those dependents too dUtant 
tor access to service hoapltalB. 
medics^ care through civilian faci-

Bassett and Robert L. Bla^e, as- 
signed to the 461st Amphibious 
Truck Company — nicknamed TJje 
Barracudas — at Port Story, have 
been awarded the medal for the 
rescue of a soldier stranded on Unp 
of a sunken amphibious v^^cle 
cff Cape Henry, Virginia about 
4:30 a.m. on May 8, 1956. 

Two LVT's (Landing Vehicle 
Tracked), returning from a train- 
ing exercise, swamped in rough 
water about 50 yards offshore as 
they attempted to go around a 
stone retaining well on the beach. 
Ten men were trapped a top the 
sunken vehicles, ^n spite of waves 
described by witnesses as "the 
highest ever seen in this area," 
Bassett and Blaske entered the 
suft in their amphibious DUKW 
and began rescue attempts far thf 
cuscrew of the LVT swamped far- 
therest from shore. Another 
DUKW attempted to enter the 
water but was unable to do so. 

The men being decorated were 
able to take off one of the strand- 
ed crewmen.

The pay- 
ment thus would hav* deducted 
from the siK of the pftyment to 
the county for lots oi revenue due 
to annexation. , 

The court also ruled ^^ainst a 
city contention that federal ftmds 
used for achooU outside thf 13.S 
square mile area should be dntiMst- 
ed from the total county indebt- 
edness. Of the $3,600,000 in fed- 
eral aid spent outside of the area, 
the city said, the county wauld 
never have received it had it not 
been for federally afifected chil- 
dren who will come Into the city. 
To this the court said: "It la 
true that after annexation the 
county will have bnprov^nents 
which were designed to serve chil- 
dren in the annexe area, and to 
which the federal funds 1\ayc been 
applied. 

"It must be assumed, however, 
that if the funds had not been al- 
lotted, the improvements would 
have been i:onstructed with funds 
raised by bend Issues, and the city 
would now be required to assume 
a portion of such bonds." 

On the thhd point, the county 
said that if Norfolk takes the 13.5 
square miles, it will lose more than 
$2,000,000 in revenue over a five- 
year period. The city said the Co- 
unty would have to make no rev- 
enue adJuBtmentt for otba* areas 
as taxes from the 13.5 square 
miles now are not en(Nigh to cov- 
er the costs for the county to ad- 
minister the area. 

The court said that ffxaa evi- 
dence presented it Mtimated gr- 
owth of the 03unty will iidjust 
any slack in revenue because of 
annexation. U said that at the end 
of the school year an adjustment 
of smne |180,000 mi^ exist and 
the city should pay 1100,000 of 
this. 

The court also aald the city 
should «>eclfy In "general lan- 
guage" what Improvements and 
services It will glveSlw area if 
annexation is cnlmlnated. When 
such is done. It then would be 
made part q| a final decree.

Ccwnimrcial bwkers in New 
York «» getting pretty lathered 
up over the demands of mutual 
aavliai banks to eatablish more 
branciup, throiksh whteh they can 
sli^on off, say the commercial 
bankers, more and moi% of the 
momy {hat shauld be In dommer- 
cial accounts. According to Arthur 
T. Roth, president of the Prankln 
National Bank, of F^nklln 
Square, N. Y., the commercial 
tanks of jfew York City alone 
have lost 13 billions in deposits 
erssion" by converting these mut- 
ual savings banks into ctanmercial 
banks. 

In this hassle. Mr. Roth is sup- 
pprted by the Bankers' Committee 
for Tax EJquality, cdknpri^ing thou- 
sands of banks, llils is no mere 
mati«r of ruKged comf>etltion, but 
a tattle against the Income tax 
favoritism which the mutual sav- 
inzs banks and savings and loan 
associations enjoy at the expense 
of regular, full-scale tanking in- 
stitutions on which the commtinlty 



depends for extensive and expen- 
sive servtoes. 

Mr. Roth fears that: "King - 
size accounts and at^ej^ied - up 
eitcroachment of oomnwrcial 
banking services by savings banks 
will ultUnately lead to a system of 
mutual commercial tanks. The 
only solution," he thinks, ". . is 
the conversion of savings banks 
Into commercial tanks." 

Being no banker, we hesitate to 
sffer two - cents worth, especially 
since both t.vp^ of bank serve a 
public need.

Referring to the Supreme Court, 
this special court declared : "It has 
not decided that the Federal 
Courts arc to take over or regulate 
the public schools of the States. 

"It has not decided that the 
States must mix persons of differ- 
€:nt races in the schools or must 
require them to attend schodls 
or must deprive them of the right 
of choosinj the schools they at- 
tend. 

"What it has decided, and all 
that it has dt«icled, is that a State 
may not deny to any perjMJn on 
account of race the right to attend 
•ny school that H maintains. This, 
under (he decision of tha Supr«ai« 
oi- Court, the Stale mary not do 
dirtctly or indirectly; but if the 
schools which it maintains are 
open to children of all races, no 
violation of the Constitution is in- 
volved, even though the children 
of different races voluntarily at- 
tend different schools, as they at- 
tend different churches. 

"Nothing in the Constitution or 
in the decision cf the SupruM^ 
Court takes away from the p^ple 
freedom to choose the schools ibey 
attend. The Constitution, in <Ahtr 
words, does not require int^ra- 
tlon. It merely f jrbids discrimina- 
tion. It does not forliid such segre- 
gation as occurs as the result of 
voluntary action. It merely for- 
bids thie use of goveromental pow- 
er to enforce sesregation." 

It would therefor aewn. In the 



light of this clarification, that it 
should not be beyond the reason- 
ableness and resourcefulness of 
men «nd women of good will, and 
of both races, to arrive at mutual- 
ly agreeable aohool p:lk;les. But, 
unfortunately, it will toe necessary 
to restrain the hotheads, zealots, 
professional trouble - makers and 
morons of both races before cwn- 
mon sense and mutual considers - 
ti:n can prevail In the manage- 
ment of our schools - whieh, It 
should be especially noted, are 
still the responsibility of the state 
and the commimity.

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Towns Are For People 



In 1957, thf town of Martinsville, In 
•CK/thwestern \^jnia, may well become 
the best-known community In America - as 
« nwult of the •ysfcwnaf Ic efforts of the citi- 
l$m, themseh^s, fo improve the human 
valuNM of the town. ^ 

AAore than a year ago, Martinsville es- 
teli^ished a voluntary, citizen - staffed 
"A^yor's Commlsilon on Human Values" 
wftfi the duty of studying the needs of 
this growing industriel city that was burst- 
ing ifs seams in expanding its area from 
three square miles to nine almost overnight. 
Yet the human problems of Martinsville 
differ only In degree and emphasis from 
those of any other American comnrwjnity- 
whether it is suffering growing pains or 
is in need of a ich/ic pulmotor. , , 

Under the direction of T. N. Barbour, a 
nethre and executive of the local. furni* 
ture factory who accepted the arduous post 
of General Chairman of the Commission, 
^ion began In December 1955. Com- 
mittee chairmen were chosen to Ir^vestlgate 
ttrt difSrent areas of community needs 
•nd services, including teen-age problems; 
•dilation for ail ages, Aid for non-normal 
children; health and welfare programs; 
law enforcement, court ji^ocedures and 
pri«^ administration; recreation guidance, 
library and culture! activities - human needs 
fh^t were tonsidered coequal with such 
physical needs as street-lighting, water. 



sewage, streets and zoning. 

The Commission and its ten committees 
were staffed from th^ top dowiS with 
citizen volunteers. Working girls voluneer- 
ed to serve one night a week as committee 
s^:retaries during the year-long study. So 
there could be no jx>ssibllity or suggestion 
of administration domination, no single 
public official was permitted to serve o"n 
any comniittee. To finance this extended 
survey. Chairman Barbour raised a fund 
of $5,200 through donations of private 
citizens. Not a cent of public money was 
spent by the Commission. 

Just #ie other day the Commission on 
Human Values handed its voluminous and 
detailed report to the - Mayor and City 
Council. 'The study Wg Is over," said Mr. 
Barbour, "the recommendations have been 
made. Now it is time for action. We are 
agreed," he said, "that none of the reconrn- 
mendations is too big for the community 
to handle, and none so inconsequential to 
human welfare as to be ignored." 

As matters stand at the beginning-of a 
new year, the citiziSmrof Martinsville have 
rendered conspicuous service to their town. 
And this evidence of devotion to civic duty 
is the best assurance that acton will follow 
their recommendatons. It should provide 
for other communities across the nation an 
Inspiring example of what the people can 
do to make a good town better. 



Fresh Viewpomts Con Overcome Mental Blocks 



Tips on ways to get nwre power out of 
your brain cells are offered, by Morton M. 
Hunt in an article, "How to Overcome Men- 
tal Blocks," appearing In January Reacbr's 
D^st as condtns«d from Mayfair. 
. Hunt reports that psychologists have 
found even slight ipp^ension, pressure 
as in examinatlom, too great eagw'ness to 
tucx^sed as in applying far a job, end pre- 
conceptions gMfitst MP nr^ntat blocks. Such 
blodis make It dtfftc^H to see even simple 
solutions to poUemt, to recall names and 
hanrtper us in vaHrious ways. , 

Masquera#^ «s "experience" such pre- 
oofKeptk^r so seriously block creative 
thinking that organizations like Bell Labor- 
ato'ies have devised techniques to counter 
this. When a group of scientists attack a 
project one man new to the problem is 
placed with them. His fresh approach and 
lack of a ready made solution drawn from 
past experience shakes up the group's 



thinking and often results in new and bet- 
ter ideas. 

Psychologists suggest that you, when 
stymied by a problem, talk it over with 
persons with backgrounds and training 
different from ybur's who may offer a 
fresh viewpoint. 

An especially su<xessful technique for 
countering mental blocks Is the "brain- 
storm" session — a conference* where (1) 
anything goes, (2) the wilder the ideal the 
better, and (3) nobody may criticize any 
Ideas. Later, the brainstormers go over 
ideas noted down ci*ltically and expand and 
refine those most worthy. 

Finally, Hunt asserts most problems are 
less difficult, than they seem and deserve 
less attention than they get. He suggests 
jumping into the middle of the problem 
and tackling It from any angle. "Once you 
jump, the problem doesn't exist," he de- 
clares.
